Columbia. After the call EgETTOEAN and" the PD switchboard 
operator PATRICIA (last name unknofo) determined that the call 
was placed from phone number 3843780. This phone number is 
reportedly registered to R. H. y. BMSLE, 1141 Caldonla, Victor a* 
British Columbia.- , 

DEAN also advised that the switchboard operator at the 
PD had overhear/ part of the 'call and that contact had been made 
with BERNICE WILLIAMS of the Victoria, British Columbia Phone 
Co to obtain ^he above information. In substance, Mr. GRIFFIN 
. advised that DEAN said SIMPSON informed him he had a moving
